The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The rejection 
of the claims is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. The art does not 
show a table associating genes with a plurality of modes of inheritance which is 
accessed to infer the traversal pattern of the gene within a person's family.
